Tho insinuation that Mr. Davie 
had been bi'lbed by Mr. Barry to seoura 
bim the bridge charter is the most infam- 
ous of the many iufamous statements that 
have found vont through tho same chan- 
nel. No L'loction contust, no matter how 
bitter, will imlliatt) or excuse a system of 
warfare so diabolical, oriv thrust bo cruel. 
How differout has been our treatmunt of 
Mr. Cowen. Tho lilea of the newspapers 
of the day show that Mr. Davie had noth- 
ing to' do with tho renewal of the ohartor. 
Ho certainly did not rocommond tho re- 
uewal; but spppose he.tbad, 'would he 
have boon as much to blame" as Mr. 
Walkeni, during whoso term of oflleo tho 
charter was first louowed? It is charged 
that Mr. Davie has not acted as his senior 
colleaguo'H "lag" iu the llouso. Is it not 
monstrous. Overwhelming. Shock- 
ing.

Thero was ouco a Frout-h queen who 
yawned and nskod her lady-in-waitiug, 
.'■'What o'clock is itP" ,Vud tho lady-in- 
waiting; made the acoommodaUng answer, 
"Any time yow. ifrUtjes]^ pleasesri^'-Vfomci 
the people of Cariboo oe" oonfent to seo 
their beat and most useful member occu- 
py a similar position towards BIr.Walkem 
iu tho House that the lady-in waiting did to 
wards the (lucou V We feel sure thoy would 
not; and we shall feel much surprised if 
they do not mark their sense of indigna-, 
tidn;at the treatment Mt. Davie '-bas rc- 
oaived and their bbnfidenoe in his- desiro 
to serve them by returning him by accla- 
mation. 

EOAD TOLLS. 

At this time, when one of tho reasons 
urged against the return of Mr. Davie is 
that the Elliott Government reimposed 
the road-tolls, it will bo interesting to in- 
quire whether, supposing tho AVaJkom 
Government were to return to power, tbo 
tolls would be removed. When the Tolls 
Bill was before tlie House the leader of 
the Opposition was able to muster but 
five votes against it. All the mombers of 
tho Walkom Govornmeut, except Air. ^Val-

him in the previous House, vot«d for the 
Bill. Mr. Davie was the only independ- 
ent member who voted against it, Now, 
oould Mr. Davie, with any show of jus- 
tice, be saddled with responsibility 
for the existence of the tolls because his 
present Ministerial colleagues supported 
it,and Mr. Walkem, whose late Minislerial 
. 'colleagues voted for it^ alloii^ed to . evade 
any responsibility in the matter? Cer- 
tainly not. If a new Ministry were form- 
od to-morrow ^Messrs. Ash, Beaveu and 
Armstrong would have to bo called into 

it or ther(! would soon bo a of a row 

nud the Jiouao would be filled with tho 
clauiorings and lamentations of three dis- 
appointed officeseekers, whose eminent 
uutitness for Ministeriid positions was 
amply provr-d. Tlircmgli the exertions of 
Mr. Davio no toll is imposed on Hour and 
other agiiculturul products of tho Pro- 
vince; so thot Cai'iboo iiays a toll of one 
cant per lb on general m'erchaudi.so; but 
no toll is imposed on tho necessaries of 
life. This result, taken in conuocliou 
Avith tho qimrtz-mill grant and exemption 
of mining i)roporty from taxation, also 
fiocurod tiirongh tho oxoi tionH of Mr. Da- 
vio, sliows thiit it is bettor lo bo indopon- 
dout than fiu'tiously in opposition iu tho 
House.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 

A Eeviewer Beviewed! 

Editor CoiiONIst: — Permit mo to Jiotice 
a communication in yourpaper by Valo',s, 
purporting to be a"reviBw"of tho .Uov.lMr, 
.Tamieson's lecture in reply to tho charge 
made against our public schools by Dish- 
op Soghors. Mr. Jamieson shows in his 
lecture that .the bishop has made a deli- 
nite.ohargo which %vas not true; but thut 
he had been led astray (partly) "because 
our public aohools are, and havo been for 
the past twelve months entirely misrepre- 
sented by the editors and correspondents 
of tho Victoria pajiers," 

Valois, iu his roviow or reply, expresses 
"our grateful acknowledgments for his 
able and unique ndvooaoy of our public 
fchools." He says farther, that Mr, 
Jamieson has proved tho bishop's charge 
"to havo been false, by a copious reference 
to our text books." 

That is all Valois says in his lengthy 
"roviow of tlio main subject discussed iu 
the lectnre!" Tho review is a complete 
oudoraomont, as indeed it could not bo 
otherwise, for Mr. Jamioson's reply to 
Bishop Seghers is unanswerable. 

Valois, however, seems to be far more 
eonc'orhed about a mere incidental rofer- 
onoe to tlio Suporiuteiidont of Education 
than for tlio bisliop's credit, or the long 
continued misrejnosontation of our iiublic 
school system by tho nowspipurs of Vic- 
toria. Is the SQperiuteiidoiit's Illness for 
his position so qucstiouable os to need 
such labored special pleading and bolster- 
ing up? 

But, Mr. Editor, that ia not all of tho 
"roviow." It ia very miioh to bo rogrettod 
that with such an aBsuiiiplion of candor, 
and such loud professions of a desire to 
arrive at tho truth, Valois should travel 
so wide of the record, and lay himself 
open to the very serious charge of bare- 
faced misrepresentation. Ho represents tho 
llov. Mr. Jamieson as holding and uttor- 
'■ne:-opinions which it is necessary serious-

At 11 ft. m. Mr. Wnlkt>in yiocccileLl to 
iiililrosa tlio jury on bolmlf of tlio prisoueis. 
The learned couiiboI al'tor alhuliiig to tlio 
bourae, pursued rolntivo to tho cvitlonco 
for the defoucc, couteiukHl tluit tlic tlif- 
forouco which existed in tho toatimouy of 
tbo various witneases was sigaifioa^t of 
strength, not woaknoss, for had tlio' tosti- 
mony been exiictly similar tliroTighout it 
would have at once appeared that tho wit- 
nosBos had formed a conspiracy by perjury 
to gaia tho prisonora their liberty. 
He oontondod that tho empanbUing «f a 
special jury for such a case was unusual 
and Mr.'Dunai^tiif litt^ tliat 
ho was Iho'ji^OTeoutor, thfl Crown should 
have entorc^Qq. o//<?/))-(«fy/(i aud left tho 
caHO to Mr. '! asmuir to yvococd ^Y■itll. 
Tho learned counsel then touched upon 
,the nature and cause of ?ho etriko and 
,'".;»rhil8t admitting tho legality of a striiso 
a?gaed that this one had originated on 
aijoount of broken pfomises ou the part of 
Mr. Dansmair. With respect to the short 
weights complained of by tUe men it was 
aiiown in evidouco th it llaggerty was dis- 
Biissod for acousing the company of cheat- 
ing. In tlio case of Bolton, whon ho com- 
p laiued, Jhh. Dunsinuir threatened to kick 
him off tho promisea and llio linn pursu- 
ed a system of petty tyranny. i''or many 
(lays it would appear too that the men 
w ore digging liundretl* of pounds of coal 
for which they received no pay. It was 
true that tho firm had ofiforod restitution; 
but the restitution waa only similar to a 
man returning 11 S20 pii.'Oii to tho legiti- 
mate owner. It wa.s, tho lonrued counsel 
contended, liiglily cre>liiahlG to tlio nion 
thatalthough on strike it was ulilluinnou^ly 
resolved by them that thoy would be law- 
abiding to tho last and would not in any 
manner molest either Mr. Duasmuirs 
property or his family. Tho qneatiou 
with tho jury would tliereforo ho "woro 
the men justified in explniuing to any m-w 
hands who uiiglit ooiuo to take their place 
the causes which had led to tbo strike?" 
In the ease of the prisoners ho cont ended 
there bod beo^ no conspiraoy to iiuliuu 
the man Seoord to refrain from perform- 
ing a legal action; there had boon no in- 
timidation; no violenco used and no dirt- 
orderly following about. It was not 
nGUftl,'he maintained, for strikes to occur 
during slack timci;; but in this oaso Mr. 
I) unsmuir alleged that business was very 
.alao&. Althongb money had been offered 
and given to tho now men to assist fcbem 
to leave their omployors, tiiat fact did not 
amount to iiiolestiition luulcr the existing 
acts and the lo;U'nod counsel quoted from 
Oox— Shojipard'H cmo -Ui strengthon his 
position. Alluding to ti.e alh'ged combin.i- 
tion on the part of the mon ho held that 
the A.ot under wjiioh tbo prisoners had 
been arraigned was completely blotted ont 
and qnot;!d from the Cniadiau Act of 
187-1 to show that tho ivpe;'.! had boon 
el'lV'Ctod. Till.! (!ro\vii h ill UnToioro roliod 
on an Act v.-liifli ha , i.'iiliy no oxisicneu, 
and the eu.so \va;; vi.ry i^lidnly inio which 
should have been deei U;;! by a niagistrati;. 
A strike, was not indictablo. All the in- 
diotmerils ought to havo boon brought 
under the one general head of intiiuiila- 
tion against all the men. Much public 
tihio and exponau would Iiavq boon saved 
by Bueh a course Mr. Wulkom laid par- 
ticular stros-i on Ht'jw.u t's evideiieo, and 
ollading to his reply to Mr. Duiismuir 
' f that be was going to leave boeiius ) thj 
old minors would tfot let hiiu go to work," 
argu(>d that it was a very natural reply to 
1)0 mad'', although untrue; bis ex- 
phmatiou was that he said so for 
fear Dunsinuir would have him arrost'id 
for clothes ho had been obliged to lake 
from the company's store from almo.st 
sheer necessity. Alluding to fcbeeTidonco 
of 'tbe other men he contended tliat very 
few of tho uow batch had eror seen a coal 
mine beforo aud as they oculd not per- 
form their work thoy wero anxious to got 
away as bo.-.t llioy could. To do this they 
asked for a-JsiHtuiice and llio <dd men 
promised to ^;ivo it. The now iiion got 
tbom.iolves ready to leave. .Vt thi.i stage 
oouUicting evidence was reaohed and it 
would bo for tho jury to deoide whether 
Mr. Loafs " ovideuoe as to violence boin,,' 
usod was more likely to bo 'corrdet than 
tho evidence fur tho defoueo, which iiio.'it 
distinctly slatod that no violomie was iiaed. 
The manner of Mr. Lout in the hox did 
. not ooutrast favorably with tbo ovidenco

He contended that tho 
ovidenco of Mr. Dunsmair showed Lis 
bona fides all through tho matter and that 
his integrity remained misnllied. Tho 
learned counsel pointed ont that tlioro 
^ves no sinister motive on the part of tho 
prosecution in asking for a .s])eoi,il jury 
and that it had only been asked for to eu- 
suro juatioe. Dealing with tho indict- 
ments he stated that they had been drawn 
under tbo Canadian Act of 1876 and ex- 
plained that whilst the law gave to" tiny 
number of mon tho right to form a trade 
combination it did not permit them to in- 
terfere with any other iier.sous. Tho de- 
fendants in this ease when they went on 
strike reached tho boundary lino of that 
which was lawful, but when they attempt- 
ed to persuade the men from Sitn Fran- 
cisoo not to work for Messrs. Dunsmuir, 
Diggle k Co., thoy overstepped that lino. 
Even if tho vii.'loiico on Heeord were 
struck out from the evidence altogether 
there would still be sulllciout to show that 
compulsion had morally been brought to 
boar and thq prisounrs had therefore 
rendered themselves amenable to law. 
The jury in oonsidering the evidence 
would liavo to solve three questions — first, 
whether ii coiiHpiiiicy existed; second, 
whether theiJrisonera wero j^arties to that 
conspiracy; tliird, whether tho prisoners 
used any of tho four compulsions set out 
in the indictment to obtain the common 
object of their consiiiracy. Tho learned 
counsel then very carefully reviewed tho 
evidence and called tho attention of tlie 
jury to that portion of it wherein witness 
for tho defeuao admit that a courHO of ac- 
tion amongst the minors had been resolv- 
ed on to advijo new men not to go to work 
for tho tirm. When tho men arrived tho 
evidence showed undoubtedly that thoy 
had boen interfered with. The old min- 
ors had originally resolved to prevent 
them from working by pesoeable means 
if ])ossible, but this resolution did nnf 
render nnyoim of tho comliinatiou irre- 
spontiblo for anything not of a peaceable 
natiiro which it waa found necessary to 
subsequently employ to obtain their end. 
It was not the man merely who wod tho 
hand to commit an assault who was re- 
sponsible. It was evident the new men 
feared violence, or why did one of their 
number carry a flag of truce when coming 
to meet tho old bands? and tbo visit of 
upwards of 100 of tho latter to interview 
tho 33 new men was evidently intended 
to create an imi)ression of fear and to 
overawe them. There was no ovidenco 
to show that tliotliirty-thrte unauimoualy 
resolved to leave tlio cmployinont they 
■>vero so anxious to obtain, but tlioro was 
most distinct evidence that violence W48 
usod to drive them from that employment. 
Tho ovidonoo of Mr. Loat on this point 
was most positive aud could not bo disbe- 
lieved, and there was thus sufllcient 
proof of violonco to obtain a ver- 
dict on ouo of tho counts. The 
fact too of one of the Italians being pull- 
ed out of bis bod should be remembered, 
and the interception of the messenger 
fiont l>y Mr. Loat to Mr. Dunsinuir point- 
ed to a coDcertod plan. Tho fact aluo of 
Adams, ono of the prominent old hands, 
going ahead of tho crowd on tho road to 
Nanaimo from .Departure i5ay to eleur tho 
coast aud make nrraugemeuts, combined 
with the refusal on tbo part of tbe old 
miners to allow So-jord to turn back to 
Departure Bay, pointed distinctly to a 
concerted plan. The eomluct of the 10!) 
men whilst at Xanuiiuo also showed a Ihm 
determination on their part to prevent tho 
33 mon having any oomnmnication wh it- 
ever with Dunsmuir, Diggle & Co., and 
tbe contribution of $600 on tbe imrt of the 
old mon was also proof that they intended 
to prevent the employment of new hands 
if possible. The defence lict up, ho nuiin- 
tainod, was entirely inadequate, and the 
grievance.i of the miners had botn great- 
ly oxaggerati'd to make !!\[r. Dunsmuir ap- 
pear a luonslor of iniquity. There could 
be no m'lnuer of doubt that tho prisoners 
did conspire, that thoy intimidated tho 
man Secord, aud that thoy had boon tho 
means of preventing him from executing 
lii.s duty. (Villi rfgard to tho ovidenco 
for the'defeiu'c tlin learned couiii.pl diil 
not wish to say niutdi about it; it \ras, 
however, remarluiblo that it was so simi- 
lar, almost M ord for word. It should be 
romeinbered also that all tbo wit- 
noesos for tho prisonora woro oo-ooiispira- 
tots, and saw that in excusing the defend- 
ants thoy wero excusing tliomsolvos. In 
oonolusion ho v/ished to reply to his learn- 
ed friend's allusions to Mr. Dunsmuir, 
and to st.de that tho simple fact of the 
other partners in the firm being content 
to leave their share of tho bu;>iiiess to tho 
sole aud undisturbed management of Mr. 
D. was proof positive that be was worthy 
of coulldence, and that tho charge of pe- 
luilation by short weights brought ais'aiu.st 
him by Mr. Walkein was too absurd to bo 
Hiu-iously entertained. If Mr. Dnnsmuir 
wore prone to peculation ho (Mr. 11.) 
thought it more probable that his partners 
would have soon bcou aware of thef act 
and tbatMr. Sansmuir would not bavo 
boon satisfied with the commission of tho 
oll'onco Jlr. Walkoin accused him of. A 
p.rrion leally guilty of intoutionally 
wronging tho men out of a fdv,- hundred 
pounds of coal, would have most likely 
been also guilty of wroii;^ing the tirm in 
much graver respocts, Mr, Dunsiuuir's 



came to the conclusion to leave of their 
own oooord. The whole matter for tho 
jury would finally resolvo itself into a 
question of orodibility of tho various wit- 
nesses. Ilis Lordship confesaod that tho 
evidence was tho most contradictory ho 
had lie.ard for many years aud said that 
affirmative ovidenco, it should bo borne 
in mind, olways carried greater weight 
than negative. If two persons out of a 
crowd of twelve sworo that they saw 
something which tho remaining ten swore 
thoy (tho ten) did notsoo, the fact of the 
latter not seeing it did not disprove the 
assertion of tho otlior two. This rule 
should bo remomborod in weighing Mr. 
Loafs evidouco, and not tho slightest ro- 
llootion could bo cast on the manner in 
which that gontleinau gave his ovidonce. 
Tho evidence as to Osboru boiog struck 
was moat oonflicting and tbe jary would 
have to analyze all the ciroumstftnces to 
dotormino which to.stimony waa worthy of 
credence. If Mr. Loat, Grimes and Se- 
cord told the truth there was a direct act 
of violence; if Stewart, Adams, Harroway 
and others told tho truth, thoro was no 
violence. His Lordship did not attach 
much weight to Stewart s evidence, for a 
man who aJniitted ho lied when occasion 
soomed to require it waa scarcely the man 
to be bolieveil on oath in preforenco to a 
gentleman of respec' ability and reaponsi- 
bility. A conllict of ovidenco also existed 
between Second and Jiiiues Dunsmuir on 
ono side and Bmith on tho other, relalivo 
to one of tbe Italians being pushed aud 
Iirovonted from turning back to Depar- 
ture Bay. Ono or the other must bo 
wrong, but if a reasonablo douVit ctiatod 
in the minds of the jury as to which was 
right, tho prisoners woro entitled to the 
beneht of tho doubt. Another conllict 
also existed us to the nature of lauguugo 
used at Departure Bay. Loat, Grimes 
and Seoord swore that foul names were 
called but tbe other.s sworo that iiono 
wore. If throats wero usuil, thoy had 



boeu used for an object. Was that object 
to drive tho 33 men away V Tho jury 
would in .'.everal other pcniits have to 
weigh the ovidenco and detorniiuo its cre- 
dibility. It was his duty to tell thorn that 
tho grievances as to short weights, etc., 
did not bo.tr upon tho queatiou, and had 
only boen admitted into tho evidouco in 
order that the jury might tho bettor ad- 
judge the orodibility of tho witnessQS for 
the defense. lIis Lordship said that the 
strike had undoubtedly vorked graat 
harm, but pointed out that that fact should 
not prejudioe the jury against the prison- 
ers, nor on tho other hand should tho jury 
show them any dj....i...u,j. Alter 

oni-otiiily cuarging the jury on the vari- 
ous points involved and having very 
clearly direuted their attention to the nu- 
morous oonllicts in tho ovidenco. His 
Lordship rccoiiiniendod the jury to rotiro 
and consider their verdict. 

The jury retired at .'):3() p.m. and after 
an abaenco of an hour brought in tho fol- 
lowing verdict; "That in oonsoquouoo of 
tho conflicting nature of tho ovidouoe tho 
jury have given the prisoners the benefit 
of the existing doubt and return a verdict 
of "not guilty." 

Tho verdict was received with some ap- 
plause and tho Court then adjourned till 
to-morrow { Tuesday) ,

SHOCKING MURDER AT PORT 
TOWNSEND. 



A Saloon Keeper FiriBS Fbui:' SHots into 
the Body of a Pilot who Refuses 

to Drink in his House. 



On Sunday evening, about G:30 o'clock 
Obarlos Howard, a Puget Sound pilot, 
walked down to tho wharf 'at Port 
Townsend with tho captain of ono of the 
boats in tho harbor, and stopped oiDposite 
tho saloon of one Harry Suttun, who call- 
ed the captain in and asked him to drink, 
at the simie time asking Howard, who re- 
fused toentortho house. Sutton asked him 
a second time, aud on Howard's again re- 
fusing to eyou enter the premises, Sutton 
went behind the oouuter, picked up his 
revolver, and oame out and shot at How- 
ard. At the second shot Howard foil, 
Sutton thou fired two more shots at How- 
ard, after which ho entered his houso and 
loading up his riflo told a bystander that 
as ho had commenced killing be would 
advisQ him to "git," aud as bo had plenty 
of weapons ho would kill aoyone who 
tried to take him. Sleanwhilo some of 
tho hy8tander.s picked iq) Howard who 
managed to walk for about IBUyards; but 
at tho end of that lie had to bo carried 
homo, and on Dr. Minor being call in it 
was found that one shot had outorod liis 
right side, just above the hip. A second 
shot had struck his arm; but that was of 
small moment. He was in great agony and 
tho bleeding was all internal, the bullet 
having pusaed through hislivor. Hnltou, 
moanwhilo, got into a boat belonging to 
Mr. Tibballs, with ouo Brown, (rather a 
a bad character) aud pulled oil' — telling 
his barkeeper to koep tho houso for him- 
solf. At tho end of about one hour the 
Deputy Marshal, Deputy Bberifif and an- 
other oflicer started in tho tug Pbontom to 
overhaul them; l)uttliey had got on board 
tho tug I'^avorito and to all appearances 
wero making for Victoria. The Phantom 
followed them till olf Dungoriess when 
fuel running short tho riiaiitom was 
obliged to rolurn to Port Townsend. It 
appears that there was an old quarrel bo- 
twcon Howard aud Suttou which aooouutj 
for Howard refusing to en:er tho house. 
Sutton is a pretty well known character 
having lir.st run away from lioston on ac- 
count of stabbing two mon there, second-, 
ly having to absent himself froiiiTowusond 
for some months for killing another 
man. Ho waa present ut tho time Poker 
Jack (who was afterwards killofl) nu»uooa 
himself i<j' ii'-oi' otiiuuing Uoul Oil Jim to 
tho heart aud then ahuoat hacking him to 
pieces, Sutton looking on aud saying "kill 

tho 3 of a b " Sutton is anything 

but a favorite thero,aud feeling runs very 
strong against him. The oflicials tele- 
graphij'd Sutton's description, etc., last 
night to Victoria aud San Francisco, etc.; 
but tho ojiinion is that he will not be 
caught, hnving got otV on a ship bound for 
Valparaiso. Howard died at -i-AO p. m. 
ou Sunday. After bis deatli Dr. Minor 
extraqated tbo ball from his baok.and also 
one from hts arm. The balls are very 
l^rgo, having beoii fired from a six-cham- 
bered revolver known as the English 
bulldog self-cocking. This is tho sooond 
sbooting scrape in tho Howard family 
within two days. Whilo Mrs. Howard 
was oxainining her rovolvtv on Fiiday 
night it was accidentally discbai-vrad, a 
ball passing tlirough her hand. H. Sut 
ton is a uiftu standing about 5 feet 7 or 8 
inches, fall face, black hair and oyes.vory 
fat, with just a black moustacho and small 
imperial. Charles Howard, again, was 
not one of tho host of characters, and peo- 
ple are inclined to think that the town is 
well rid of both. This is tbe second 
shooting match in Port Townsend within 
the last four months, one man being at 
presont in prison awaiting a second trial 
for having shot an old man ou tho street. 
Be bos bean tried once, aud found guilty 
of murder in . the first degree; but for 
some reason or other they are going to 
give bim another trial and it is probable 
ho will got off.

The Wellington Mine the New Bonanza.

Tho 
San Fraucibcaus express themsolvos de- 
lighted with tho prospects of big pay, 
aud those who, liave^ families will' pend for 
them and settle in tho'country. The old 
men are represented as thoroughly ])oni- 
tont. They acknowledge thoiuselvcs beat- 
en and throw themselves upon the nioroy 
of Mr, Dunsmuir. Scuuo of the now mi- 
nors declare that Wellington is tho work- 
ingmau'a Big Bonanza, and say thoro aro 
thousands of men in California who, would 
leap for joy at the prospect of earning 
such wages as they are making.
